1 . Claims 1 -8, 1 0-19, 21 -24, 26-28, 30, and 32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,15, 
21 , 26, 27, and 32 teach similar subject matter at the prior art of Stefik et al. (US 
7,031,471), King et al. (US 2003/0028494), Suzaki (US 2003/0021442), and Fukushima 
et al. (US 7,395,431). Claim 28 teaches similar subject matter as the prior art of Stefik 
et al. (US 7,031,471), King et al. (US 2003/0028494), Zorab et al. (US 2003/0177095), 
Suzaki (US 2003/0021442), and Fukushima et al. (US 7,395,431). Claim 30 teaches 
similar subject matter as the prior art of Stefik et al. (US 7,031 ,471 ), King et al. (US 
2003/0028494), Zorab et al. (US 2003/0177095), and Fukushima et al. (US 7,395,431). 
However claims 1,15,21, 26, 27, and 32 are allowed for the reasons pointed out by the 
applicant's remarks filed on 07 June 201 1 . 

3. Claims 2-8, 10-14, 1 6-1 9, and 22-24 are allowed for being dependent on an 
allowable base claim.
